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The Abstract 


Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending 
upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may 
be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or is written 
in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 


Non-Current Titles 


The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new tide cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are remained from this control file 
as the relevant tides sure received from the Contributing Editors. Tide cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these tides. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.

Abstracts intended for publication in the March issue of Numismatic 
Literature should be received at the editorial office of The American 
Numismatic Society, Broadway at 155th Street, New York, NY 10032, no 
later than 15 November of the preceding year; abstracts for the September 
issue should be received no later than 15 May of the same year. 
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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by aij international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to And and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Most entries 
are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In 
addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in which 
recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significady applied. The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 distinguish 
the different fields of ancient study opposed to the broad definition applied 
in Head’s Historia Numorum. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical tides are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical dtle abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the 
bibliographic information and the abstract. 


Bibliographic Information 


All entries must include the following information: 

1. Hie full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The tide of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, the original tide should be followed by a translation into one 
of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a bode of collected works, such as a Festschrift 
or Proceedings of a Congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete tide of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the tide is fully descriptiive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted.

The copy 
in Stockholm has on the front page a handwritten remark “Auctor damnatus opus 
permissum”. The author suggests that it alludes to Huttichius’ support of the great 
humanist Johannes Reuchlin, who had been condemned by the Inquisition.

The two sides of 
the royal portrait are engraved with the name Theodore on the left and the 
name Belgun on the right This type of coin was probably issued during the 
year 1190-91 and commemorates the Bulgarian victory over the Byzantines. 

It is credited 
to Isaac Comnenus who usurped the island of Cyprus in the period from 
1184-91.

A group of eight silver coins and one gold constituted the hoard from the first half 
of the 17th century that was excavated at Ronago in 1898. The gold coin was from 
Genoa while the silver consisted of 7 Milanese coins of Philip III of Spain (1598-1621) 
and a coin from the Venetian Doge Nicolft da Ponte (1578-1585).(i4ndSrwi Carignani)

The first 
question addressed is how Charles the Bald’s issues can be distinguished from those 
of other Carolingian kings of the same name, and this is followed by a discussion 
of the coinages produced at each of the fourteen known mints. This leads on to the 
classification and, where possible, attribution of Charles’s anonymous coinage types, 
the Aquitania oboles and Christiana religio issues. Finally, a survey of the monetary 
economy between 840 and 864 concludes that the King faUed to maintain the high 
standards of his father’s coinage during this period, but dramatically restored them 
in the reform of 864, demonstrating the strength of his position. (Author)

By 2 October 
a scheme was prepared for a plant capable of recoining 150,000-200,000 crown-sized 
pieces per week, including all necessary spares and arrangements to train a Brazilian 
in its use. Diplomatic hesitations delayed the signing of an agreement until 16 June 
1810. Though all was ready the following April, further ambassadorial temporizing 
and miscounting by the ship’s captain of the packages being taken aboard delayed 
the completion of the transaction until September. In Brazil, the scheme’s chief 
promoter died in January 1811 before a site had been selected. His opponents then 
ordered spares for a bull-driven plant from Lisbon. Finally, news arrived that the 
ship carrying the mint had been wrecked in the north of the country. Although most 
machinery was recovered and insurance indemnities received, there was no true 
beneficiary from the operation. (Author)

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been 
submitted by ai) international board of contributing editors, each of whom 
collects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL 
reflect the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, 
whose cooperation can create a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained in 
order to enable each reader to And and use material in his own field more 
easily, while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Most entries 
are grouped under broad cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In 
addition, the section Technology and Methodology lists works in which 
recently developed techniques for numismatic study are described or 
significady applied. The revisions in format introduced in NL 117 distinguish 
the different fields of ancient study opposed to the broad definition applied 
in Head’s Historia Numorum. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical tides are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical dtle abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears and a convenient 
compilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that 
participation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 


Bibliographic Information 


All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The tide of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, Italian 
or Spanish, the original tide should be followed by a translation into one 
of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a Festschrift 
or Proceedings of a Congress, the following information must also be given: 

3. Complete tide of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Presence of illustrations. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Presence of illustrations 

8. ISBN, optional. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the tide is fully descriptiive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted.

The Abstract 


Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summitry or description of 
the content of a publication. It is dilferent from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depen¬ 
ding upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract 
may be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or 
is written in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, Italian or Spanish, but will 
be published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 


Non-Current Titles 


The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new tide cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are remained from this control file 
as the relevant tides are received from the Contributing Editors. Tide cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these tides. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.

The computerization and codification of the monograms of the 
Macedonian issues of the first half of the 2nd century B.C. facilitated the grouping 
and made possible their serial arrangement, bringing to light instances of their parallel- 
successive minting and circulation.

There 
are 544 references of sources and documents, many of these from the National Archives 
of Asunci6n. Attention is given to emergency moneys like tools, agricultural products, 
and textiles. After attaining independence (1811) Paraguay maintained intially the 
Spanish colonial denominations, gold onzo and silver peso. Its own first coinage 
(copper, fractions of one real) and first banknotes were issued in 1847. The coins 
were dated 1845 and had been ordered from England. Local minting began in 1859; 
a coining press, purchased in Brazil was used. A devastating war (1864-1870) against 
Brazil, Argentina and Uruguay caused coins to be counterstamped by the armies 
of occupation. Use of cut silver pieces was abolished in 1872. New copper coinage 
was issued in 1870 and a law of 1889 permitted the government to issue silver coinage, 
in denominations of 1 peso and smaller value, but only pieces of one peso were minted 
and this was done in Buenos Aires. Another law, issued in 1890 regulated the supply 
and distribution of banknotes, while notes of private banks were continued in 1900.
